Itev. John Tyler, of Norwich, Conn., 


EpUcopal Minister. 
He was born In 


\Yalllngford, Conn., and graduated at 
Yale College iu 1760. He wa* bred a 
Congrcgalionsllst. but embraced Epis- 
copacy j and in 1768, went to England 
for ordination. 'From April. 1776, to 
the same month In 1770, bis church was 
closed iu consequence of the excite- 
rneitt which prevailed against tbe cler- 
gymen of his communion. ' Yet be per- 
formed divine service in his own house, 
during this peiiod. ullbont moltsta 
ti-'n. ''He was an interesting preacher; 
his voice was sweet and solemn, and 
his eloquence persuasive. Tha benevo- 
lence ol his heart was manifested In 
dally acts of courtesy and charity to 
those around him. lie studied medi- 
cine, In order to benefit tbe poor, and 
to find out remedies for nomu of those 
peculiar discnsts to which no common 
sp«cific<t seemed to apply 
Dur- 


ing the latter year of his life, he w.<l so 
infirm as to need i-Distance in the per- 
formance of his duties.

Herman Zedwick, a Lieutenant Col-
